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Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
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Applicant's amendments and remarks filed on 10/13/04 are acknowledged. Claims 29 
and 31 have been amended. Claims 1-17, 20 and 26-27 have been cancelled. 

The rejections of claims 29 and 31 under 35 U.S.C., 112, second paragraph have been 
overcome through applicants' amendment to the claims. 

The examiner withdraws the rejection of claim 29 under obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over US 6,613,367 ('367) in response to applicant's 
remarks that the '367 patent fail to include fat, riboflavin, thiamine, niacin and zinc in the 
composition. 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes

Claims 28 and 32-34 have been cancelled without prejudice. 

Claims 18-19, 21-25 and 29-31 are currently pending in this application. 
Claims 18-19, 21-25 and 29-31 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 8-1 9, 
21-25 and 29-31 are directed to a composition and a method for the treating serotonin- 
or melatonin-mediated mood or sleep disorders with the said composition which 
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comprises carbohydrates, fats and proteins and further comprises folic acid, vitamin B6 
and B12 and at least one component selected from the groups consisting of riboflavin, 
thiamine, niacin and zinc, wherein folic acid is more than 44 (jg up to 4000 |jg, vitamin 
B12 more than 0.8 pg up to 2000 pg, vitamin B6 more than 50 pg up to 10,000 pg , is 
not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art of the record.
